PALMER, Alaska (AP) - An 


earthquake measuring 7.8 on 
the Richter scale was recorded 
Tuesday night off the east coast 
of Siberia's Kamchatka Penin- 
sula, the Palmer Observatory 
reported. 


The observatory issued

seismic sea wave watch for 
jMaska's Aleutian Island chain, 
about 800 miles east- of Kam- 
chatka, 
and

Weather Service in the Ha- 
waiian Islands alerted its sta- 
tions to watch for signs of a sea 
wave. 


But a spokesman at Palmer 


said, "At this time we really 
don't think there will be a Pa- 
cific sea wave." He said the 
quake was centered about 1,700 
miles west of Anchorage and 
was not felt in Alaska. 


Japan's Meteorlogical Agency 


also issued a wave warning for 
Northern Japan's Pacific coast. 


Seismographic instruments in 


Washington located the epicen- 
ter of the quake on Kamchatka, 
where a smaller tremor regis- 
tered 7.3 on the scale Nov. 24.

India Says Commander 
off East Pakistan Has 
Appealed for Ceasefire 


UN Action Depends 
on British-French 


UNITED 
NATIONS, N.Y. 


(AP) — Hopes for U.N. Secur- 
ity Council action on the India- 
Pakistan war hung today on a 
British-French effort. 


The two permanent members 


who abstained in the voting on 
earlier unsuccessful resolutions 
calling for a cease-fire 
and 


troop withdrawal were working 
on "a mild but open" resolu- 
tion, a French source said. 


The council met briefly Tues- 


day afternoon, then recessed at 
Britain's request to allow for 
consultations. A session was 
tentatively scheduled today. 


In an attempt to avoid vetos 


from the Soviet Union, China or 
the United States, the British 
and French delegates were re- 
ported working on a resolution 
mixing a strong call for a 
cease-fire and political settle- 
ment in East Pakistan with 
only low-key mention of troop 
withdrawals. 


The council was unable to act 


last week because the United 


States and China, favoring Pak- 
istan, wanted to call for a 
cease-fire and withdrawal while 
the Soviet Union, backing In- 
dia, wanted to call for a cease- 
fire 
and political settlement 


with no mention of troop with- 
drawal. 


The French and British said 


they sought something which 
combined the reality of the sit- 
uation in East Pakistan with 
the need for unanimous council 
action. 


Poland put forward a resolu- 


tion, calling for the transfer of 
power in East Pakistan "to the 
lawfully elected representatives 
of the people headed by Sheik 
Mujibur 
Rahman." 
It 
also 


called for a 72-hour cease-fire, 
followed by the withdrawal of 
all Pakistani troops and then of 
all Indian forces. 


China indicated it would veto 


the Polish proposal, which also 
stood little chance of winning 
support from other delegations. 


NEW DELHI, (AP) — The 


Indian government said tonight 
the commander of Pakistani 
forces in East Pakistan had ap- . 
pealed directly to the Indian 
army chief of staff for a cease- 
fire. 


An Indian spokesman said 


that the Indian chief, Gen. Sam 
Manekshaw, sent an immediate' 
reply to the Pakistani com- 
mander, Lt. Gen. A. A. K. 
Niazi, that he would order a 
cease-fire as soon as the Paki- 
stanis confirm they will surren- 
der to advancing Indian troops. 


The message was received in 


New Delhi "through the Ameri- 
can Embassy in New Delhi," 
the spokesman added.

release Monday. 


Both Miss Harbert, 25, a Chi- 


nese prisoner for three years, 
and Fecteau, 43, who spent 19 
years in a Communist prison, 
much of it in solitary con- 
finement, said they were feel- 
ing well. 


Doctors said the two were 


tired but appeared to be "in 
very good physical condition," 
although Fecteau's ordeal left 
him withdrawn and cautious. 


Newsmen were not allowed to 


interview the pair Tuesday. A 
State Department 
representa- 


tive said the matter was entire- 
ly up to Fecteau and Miss Har- 
bert and he was merely follow- 
ing their wishes.

nitroglycerin t a b l e t s , uses 
and cautions. You stated that 
it should not be taken if a 
heart attack is coming on 
because it then could cause 
shock and death. 


A month ago. my father 


died of a heart attack. Writ- 
ten on the certificate was 
myocardcial 
infraction 
as 


the cause of death. 


My father started feeling 


poorly on Thursday evening 
and between that night and 
Friday night when he died, 
he took tour nitroglycerin 
tablets. 
He had been taking them 


for a few years, especially 
for walking. But he ran out 
and called his doctor and she 
prescribed 
them over the 


phone that night. 


Needless to say, I am very 


upset and realize that, those 
four pills most likely killed 
him. He might have sur- 
vived the heart attack as he 
had previously. But certain- 
ly not after four pills. 


My question is how do I 


find out more about this and 
do you advise me question- 
ing his doctor for incom- 
petency? 
I realize I am asking you 


a delicate question concern- 
ing a fellow doctor but I be- 
lieve there is gross incom- 
petency here and it may hap- 
pen to another person.

takinp nitroglycerin tablets. 
This is quite a different sit- 
uation than if he had not 
been 
having 
trouble 
for 


months or years and then 
developed chest pain. 


Since he had been taking 


nitroglycerin regularly, your" 
father's doctor quite oroper- 
Iv prescribed a rpfill of his 
nrescription. Now four nitro- 
elycerin tablets over a 24- 
hour period is not an tin- 
usually large dose. 


It is doubtful if anything 


could have been done that 
would have prevented the 
loss of your father—since he 
obviously had fairly severe 
heart disease of long dura- 
tion if he had been taking 
nitro tablets to walk. It is 
oossible that he was lulled 
into a false sense of security 
from oast relief with nitrp- 
elycerin and didn't call his 
doctor back when he didn't 
get relief. 


Mv best advice to vou 


would be to go see your 
father's doctor and discuss 
the nroblem with her. You'll 
feel better. Coronary artery 
disease causing h e a r t at- 
tacks is very unpredictable 
and sudden death is a fre- 
quent complication, e v e n 
without symptoms. 
If you 


are still not satisfied vou can 
ask the county medical so- 
ciety to have their grievance 
committee 
look 
into 
the 


problem.

sending President Nixon legis- 
lation extending his economic 
powers, Congress is tackling a 
clutter of money bills in hopes 
of adjourning today.

by 


voice votes in the Senate and 
House Tuesday. 


It contains a provision which 


spoasors said would release

Nixon wanted this decision 


left to the Pay Board, but he 
nevertheless was expected to 
sign the bill that provides the 
essential machinery he request- 
ed for administration of Phase 


2. 


A last-minute threat to the 


bill was eliminated Tuesday 
when a hastily reconvened Sen- 
ate-House conference cut out a 
provision that had been ruled 
extraneous. It would have 
allowed top salaries of Con- 
gress' employes to be increased 
from $36,000 to $38,000. 


The Senate passed a com- 


promise election-reform bill by 
voice vote Tuesday, but the 
House deferred consideration 
until the next session starting 
Jan. 18. 


The money bills jeopardizing 


adjournment provide financing 
for the Defense Department, 
the District of Columbia and 
the foreign-aid program for the 
fiscal year already half gone. 


The major stumbling block is 


a hassle over how much the 
federal government should con- 
tribute to the District of Colum- 
bia budget and financing of a 
subway system in the capital. 


A compromise $71-billion de- 


fense appropriation won tenta- 
tive House approval Tuesday. 
But a formal vote to send it to 
the Senate was delayed until to- 
day because of the absence of a 
quorum.

North Vietnam 
Slows Effort to 
Resuppty Troops 


WASHINGTON AP) - North 


Vietnam's dry-season effort to 
resupply its troops in South 
Vietnam and Cambodia is only 
about half as big as it was at 
this time last year, Pentagon 
sources say. 


According to the latest as- 


sessments, the North Vietnam- 
ese have moved less than 4,000 
tons of arms, ammunition and 
other supplies into the road net- 
work running through southern 
Laos in the first 10 weeks of the 
annual resupply drive. 


The level of this effort has 


been rising, however, and offi- 
cials say the North Vietnamese 
have massed enough stocks in 
their country's panhandle to 
mount a strong supply push 
into the Laotian pipeline in the 
months ahead, if they choose to 
do so. 


President 
Nixon 
said 
last 


month he and his aides will be 
watching the degree of enemy 
activity and infiltration very 
carefully 
in 
December 
and 


January before making another 
announcement covering future 
withdrawal of U.S. troops from 
the war. 


"If the level of enemy activi- 


ty and infiltration substantially 
increases," Nixon has said, "it 
could be very dangerous to our 
sharply decreasing forces in 
South Vietnam." 


Analysts surveying the rela- 


tively low level of supply ship- 
ments from North Vietnam into 
the Laotian road net speculate 
the enemy could be planning to 
limit attacks during this dry- 
season, perhaps to hasten the 
U.S. troop pullout. 


Another theory holds that the 


North Vietnamese may be at- 
tempting to hold down the ton- 
nage of stores in southern Laos 
to avoid heavy losses if the 
St'Uth Vietnamese again send 
troops to interdict the Ho Chi 
Minn trail, as happened last 
winter.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Atty. 


Gen. 
Ray Thornton was urged 


Tuesday by a caucus of mem- 
bers of the American Party of 
Arkansas to challenge federal 
court authority to "supersede" 
state powers in the manage- 
ment of Arkansas' prisons. 


The caucus asked Thornton to 


petition the U.S. Supreme Court 
to question the authority of Dis- 
trict Judge J. Smith Henley, 
who has ordered penal officials 
to take steps to improve both 
the state penitentiary and the 
Pulasto County Penal Farm. 


American party members 


from 40 counties attended the 
caucus in Little Rock, according 
to a news release issued after- 
ward. 


The release also said the cau- 


cus recommended that Dr. Max 
Milam, director of the state De- 
partment of Finance and Ad- 
ministration, be returned to his 
teaching position at the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas and that Gov. 
Dale Bumpers halt "the indis- 
criminate transfer of revenues" 
between state agency accounts. 


The caucus, according to the 


release, condemned Milam for 
using $1.8 million in balances in 
the welfare funds to pay off 
"questionable deficits" of Ar- 
kansas AM&N College. 


It said the deficit was the re- 


sult of an inadequacy of super- 
vision of the college, and that 
debt claims against the school 
should have been submitted to 
the state Claims Commission 
rather than being left to Mi- 
lam's department to approve.

Youth Killed by 
British Patrol 
in N. Ireland 
BELFAST, Northern Ireland 


lAP) — A British patrol shot 
and killed a 16-year-old boy 
early today after the youth 
aimed a gun at it, British army 
headquarters reported. 


A spokesman said 
Martin 


McShane was climbing a fence 
into a playing field at Coalis- 
land, in County Tyrone, when 
the soldiers spotted him. 


He said the boy saw the sol- 


diers, aimed at them, ar.d the 
troops opened fire. 


About 40 angry people sur- 


rounded the body in the early 
morning darkness and refused 
to let the soldiers near it They 
called 
an 
ambulance 
which 


Uwk the body away, the spokes- 
man said. 


The youth's death was the 


197th in 28 months of violence 
in Northern Ireland. 


In London, an authoritative 


Catholic body said "the vicious 
circle of violence and counter- 
violence" in Northern Ireland 
can only be broken by a politi- 


cal soultion. 


The Catholic Commission for 


International 
Justice 
and 


Peace, which advises Catholic 
bishops of England and Wales, 
declared: 
"Immediate 
steps 


are therefore needed to give 
the Catholic community a just 
share in the exercise of political 
power "
